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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action has been issued in response to Applicant's Amendment and Remarl<s 
made on 06/04/2009 and Examiner's Amendment made below. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 2 
and 4-10 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 2 
and 4-10 been cancelled. See MPEP 821.02 . 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

4. Authorization for this Examiner's Amendment is not required since application is 
in condition for allowance except for the presence of withdrawn claims that are directed 
to an invention non-elected without traverse. See MPEP 821 .02. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 2 and 4-10 are cancelled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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5. After a thorough search and examination of the present application, and in light 
of prior art made of record. Applicant's Amendment and Remarks and Examiner's 
Amendment, claims 12-14 and 16-22 (Renumbered 1-10) are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 12 is statutory under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because it is a process claim that 
transforms a particular article into a different state or thing and is tied to a specific 
machine. For example "taking a snapshot ... producing a snapshot version of blocks in 
response to a read request" transforms a particular article into a different state or thing 
that imposes a meaningful limit on the claim's scope and transformation involves more 
than insignificant extra-solution activity, and "on a computing device including a 
processor taking a snaphot" ties a method to a specific machine that imposes a 
meaningful limit on the claim's scope and the use of the machine involve more than 
insignificant extra-solution activity. {See Fig. 1, 3 and 5). 

The primary reasons for allowance of claim 12 in the instant application is the 
combination of all the limitations and specifically the limitations of : 

"wherein at a time of the snapshot of the original volume data remains uncopied 
from the original volume to the snapshot of the original volume : the differential 
snapshotter program performing actions comprising: intercepting a move request bv the 
file svstem to move data blocks in the original volume : preventing the move to occur 
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until a determination is made as to the data in the data blocks is to be preserved : 
monitoring moves of occupied-space blocks in the original volume, wherein moving an 
occupied-space block comprises transferring contents from within the occupied-space 
block to a second block, which is one of the free-space blocks, the second block 
becoming an occupied-space block, and the first block becoming a flee-space block; the 
differential snapshotter program performing actions comprising : intercepting a write 
request bv the file system to write data blocks in the original volume: preventing the 
write to occur until a determination is made as to the data in the data blocks is to be 
preserved :" 

Applicant's Remarks filed 06/04/2009 on pages 9-12 as they relate to Bradford 
and Armangau are persuasive. Specifically arguments regarding differential snapshotter 
intercepting block moves and writes by the file system and preventing the moves and 
writes from occurring until a determination is made as to whether data needs to be 
preserved were found to be persuasive. Thus the combination of specific steps 
disclosed is not taught or made obvious. 

The dependant claims 13-14 and 16-22 depending upon claim 12, are also 
distinct from the prior art, since they incorporate the limitations of claim from which they 
depend. 

An updated search for the prior art in EAST database and on domains (NPL- 
ACM, Google, Google Scholar, NPL-IEEE) has been conducted. The prior art searched 
and investigated in the database and domains does not fairly teach or suggest the 
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teaching of the newly amended claimed subject matter as described above and 
reflected by the combined elements in the independent claim 12. 



The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the above-recited 

combination.
